PROTEST ON REFUGEE DECISION--Paris, 24 Aug (AFP)--The Lumumba Congolese National 
Movement (MNCL), a Zairian opposition group in exile, on Monday came out against 
the decision made by Uganda, Zaire, and the Sudan in Khartoum on 20 August to 
send away all refugees who have settled along their border zones and to encourage 
their repatriation. In a statement published in Paris, the steering committee of 
the MNCL asks the Ugandan and Sudanese heads of state not to drive away the 
Zairian refugees who, according to it, are likely to be massacred on their 

return to their country. Delegations of the three countries, during their meet- 
ing in Khartoum, felt that the presence of refugees along their borders could be 
a source of conflict and constitute a threat to security. They also stressed the 
need for a simultaneous disarming of refugees and recommends encouraging them to 
voluntarily return home. The MNCL, on the other hand, protests the maltreatment 
of hundreds of Zairian refugees in Sudan, particularly in the region of Juba, 

who have been asked by Sudanese authorities to return to Zaire and it demands

CORRUPTION CALLED 'ENDEMIC AT ALL LEVELS’ 
AB201215 Paris AFP in English 1103 GMT 20 Sep 81

[Text] Ndjamena, 20 Sep (AFP)--After more than 20 vears of a bitter struggle for 
power in Chad among various factions who have had no time to exploit the country's 
mineral wealth one thing counts among the divided rulers--money. 


Where it comes from is usually immaterial, and local people more or less expect 
those in power to apply a get rich quick philosophy. As a result corruption is 
endemic at all levels of society. 


More than half the population earns less than $30 a month, while a minister in 
the Transitional Government of National Unity (GUNT) is paid only $900, scarcely 
twice the salary of an ordinary civil servant. 


At the top is President Goukouni Oueddei, and his example is often cited in 
Ndjamena. A former post office worker in the provinces, his political career 
began when he allegedly embezzled $100 or so and fled into the bush. We have 
given up counting the number of men who became ministers after taking to the bush, 
one Chadian commented. 


But local people are well aware that they have to pay for most of the corruption 
in public life, and their concern is fully shared by the humanitarian organisations 
trying to bring some sort of aid to the country. 


Since all but sporadic fighting ended 10 months ago the Chadian GoVernment has 
been grabbing the money or gifts that is meant for the good of the population and 
not bothering how we do our job. The word cooperation has really no meaning for 
politicians here, an official of one of the organisations looking after refugees 
said. 


The general public in Ndjamena is now resentful of the Libyan presence in Chad-- 
summoned by President Goukouni to defeat his rebei former Defence Minister Hissein 
Habre--as the promises of Libyan leader Mu‘ammar al-Qadhdhafi of aid to rebuild 
the shattered capital remain unfulfilled. 

















Libyan methods seem designed to aggravate this discontent. Aid is there, and more 
of it than the GUNT cares to admit, but it is supplied to individual ministries 
instead of to the government as a whole, encouraging factionalism and giving a 
hold over senior officials. 


Tripoli has never revealed how much it gives to Chad, but it turms a blind eye if 
money for a specific purpose somehow goes astray. For example, last March Libya 
agreed to pay civil service salaries for 6 months, but only 2 months pay has 
actually filtered through to the recipients. 


Angry doctors at the hospital here went on strike in a bid to obtain their pay, 
but soon called off their action for humanitarian reasons and also because they 
could find no one to whom they could put their demands. 


Empty pay packets also caused a mutiny among the Chadian Armed Forces (FAT) loyal 
to GUNT Vice-president Col Abdel Kadex Wadel Kamougue. As a result three senior 
officers were arrested for alleged embezzlement. 


The only ministry which does some sort of a jcb is Social Services, for a simple 
reason: The United Nations Childrens Fund (UNICEF) pays the officials, draws up 
the programmes and pays out benefits to families and others in need. 


Even the 1,500 or so young men aged between 18 and 25 who lost one or sore limbs 
in the civil war can find themselves suffering from the avarice of tl. ir leaders. 


While the Catholic mission here can make artificial legs for $72 each and charges 
the wearer just over $5, the Health Ministry wants to order 1,500 limbs from West 
Germany at more than $3,600 each through an international organisation. The 
advantage for the ministry is a direct grant from the organisation of nearly 

$5.5 million, while the Catholic centre would only need some $105,000. 


Apparently to show its annoyance at such drastic undervutting the ministry is now 
blocking delivery to the Catholic centre of machine-tools, a gift from the Inter- 
national Red Cross.

BATTLE VICTORIES--On 16 September the heroic fighters of the Tigre People's Libera- 
tion Front [TPLF] launched an attack on the Derg force at Bala. In the 4-hour 
battle, the heroic TPLF fighters killed 69, wounded 10 and captured 25 enemy 
soldiers, thereby completely wiping out the infantry unit of the Derg 30th mech- 
anized brigade that had been stationed there. The TPLF fighters also captured 

84 (?light) and medium weapons, quantities of ammunition and grenades, medicine 
and foodstuffs. In another development, the TPLF fighters, on 13 September 
attacked a Derg force at Debri, 4 kms away from Mekele, during which 72 Derg 
soldiers were killed and 43 others were wounded. In an attempt to rescue its 
attacked force, the Derg had bombed the area with helicopters. Apart from killing 
one peasant and wounding seven others, the helicopter raid did not inflict any 
casualties on the TPLF fighters. On 15 September, the TPLF fighters attacked a 
Derg military convoy at Belesa, between the towns ot Aksum and Shire, and killed 
or wounded several soldiers.

COOPERATION WITH BELGIUM DISCUSSED--Robert Urbain, the Belgian foreign trade 
minister who has been visiting our country for 3 days now, will today have dis- 
cussions with Leon Mbeiame, the prime minister and head of government and President 
El Hadj Omar Bongo.

On the occasion, First 
Vice Prime Minister Georges Rawiri and the Belgian minister examined issues 
relating to Belgian participation in the construction of the Gabonese (?ports 
authority). During yesterday's working session, the two ministers examined ways 
and means of intensifying Belgian-Gabonese cooperation in fields of maritime 
transportation and railroad development, as well as in the ports and urban 
development sectors.

BOYCOTT OF U.S. OLYMPICS--The OAU has called on member countries to boycott all 
sporting activities involving the United States for hosting the South African 
rugby team, the Springboks. The United States is holding the 1984 Olympic games 
in Los Angeles and, in a comment, the GHANAIAN TIMES says if a boycott of the 
Moscow Olympics in 1980 made sense to many countries, then a boycott of the games 
in Los Angeles over an illegitimate American position on South Africa will make 
sense in many more countries. To the paper, the decision gives the Reagan adminis- 
tration the first real idea of Africa's uncompromising mood over the Southern 
African liberation question. For soon enough, President Reagan will come to 
realize that although most African governments do want aid badly, they will not 

go down with their dignity and self-respect. This is because member countries 
share a strong sense of continental dignity. The TIMES says the Reagan adminis- 
tration has been inclined to believe mistakenly that it can get away with its 
stepped up support for South Africa. It may aswell have been misinterpreting its 
good relations with individual African countries betieving that it can get away 
with its wrong Southern African policy. But the paper warns President Reagan's 
African foreign policymakers not to forget one important factor which has kept 

the OAU together: a strong common sense of continental dignity which sustains 
each member's sense of national self-respect.

GOVERNMENT PROJECTS BUDGET LOSSES--The government is to lose about 492.83 million 
cedis in revenue in the current year, as a result of Parliament's amendment to 

the 1981-82 budget proposals. This is contained in a report on a research con- 
ducted by the Ghana News Agency into details of the government's revenue proposals 
presented to Parliament as against cuts made by the house during its last session. 
The report explained that government, in its original budget proposals for the 
year, sought to raise a revenue of 6.3 billion cedis. It also appropriated for 
10.37 billion cedis to finance government's outlay for the fiscal year. An over- 
all deficit arising out of the proposals was estimated at 4.24 billion cedis. 

The government also proposed to finance the overall budget deficit through floating 
of bonds by the Central Bank, the Bank of Ghana. According to the report, it was 
found that as against a loss in revenue of about 492.83 million cedis, only a 
savings of 220 million cedis was made in expenditures. This means that the 
original budget deficit of 4.2 billion cedis has been increased by 272.83 million 
cedis. The report said the resolution by Parliament to authorize the Bank of 
Ghana to float shares to finance the budget deficit also (?reduced) the 4.2 billion 
cedis proposed by the government to only 3 billion cedis, thus aggravating the 
situation.

CITIZENS EXPRESS CONCERNS TO PARTY DELEGATION

[Excerpts] A delegation of the political bureau yesterday held more than 3 hours 
of discussions with the militants of Treichville who expressed to the party's 
cadres their present concerns. These meetings organized by the party are aimed 
at giving real meaning to the party's basic organs by holding meetings and con- 
tinuing the process of the democratization and dialogue initiated during the last 
congress. The delegation of the political bureau explained this democracy and 
dialogue: this means that at the level of the surburd or village committee all 
the people should meet and discuss the nation's major problems. Suggestions are 
then transmitted to the higher body of the party in this sector. 


The party's delegation asked the Treichville militants to clearly express them- 
selves on the problems facing them in their everyday lives. Many people stood up 
to speak and all of them expressed their concerns, namely increasing banditry; 
the permeability of the nation's borders; the ever-increasing cost of living, 
rent; corruption in the civil service; high cost of education in the country. 


The Treichville militants did not hide anything from the party's cadres. They 
spoke on and denounced anything that affects their everyday lives and the execu- 
tive committee took good note while the minister of defense assured the militants 
that their complaints will be transmitted to the party's chairman. But he pointed 
it out to his listeners that times are hard, the high cost of living is caused 

by the world economic crisis which affects every country. For the minister, the 
only solution to this is to confer together within the party's bodies, because, 
according to him, street discussions are not useful and their solutions are 
dangerous. 


The minister concluded that in spite of the present solution we should not lose 


hope. We can count on the future exploitation of the nation's resources. The 
party will ensure that all militants will enjoy the fruits of these resources.

COOPERATION TALKS WITH SENEGAL END 
AB182205 Abidjan Domestic Service in French 2000 GMT 18 Sep 81 


[Text] The sixth Ivorian-Senegalese joint cooperation commission ended last 
night. At the end of their meeting a final communique was issued. What is to 
be remembered from this communique is the desire on both sides to strengthen the 
bonds of cooperation between the two countries. The points on their agenda were 
examined meticulously. 


Thus the two parties hope to exchange information in the administrative and legal 
fields. Concerning economy and industry, the Ivory Coast and Senegal will pool 
their efforts for a balanced development in these sectors. Raw materials and 
industrial products will benefit from this policy, which will also be extended 

to the creation of joint venture industrial units. 


It was also agreed to strengthen the links between national companies of both 
countries in the field of transport and telecommunications. Studies will be 
carried out for the improvement of maritime research. On telecommunication, the 
Ivory Coast and Senegal will work together for construction of a regional satel- 
lite ("Afripra"). 


Cultural exchanges will also be initiated because the two parties have agreed 

to create a seven-member committee to study a technical cooperation accord on 
teaching personnel. This committee will also examine the possibility of student 
exchange programs. 


Finally, concerning information, an accord was signed between the Ivorian News 
Agency and the Senegalese News Agency.

PAPER REPORTS ON COFFEE TALKS IN LONDON 
AB182139 Abidjan FRATERNITE MATIN in French 18 Sep 81 p 23 


[Excerpts] The 36th session of the International Coffee Board, which is now being 
held in London, has reached a deadlock particularly with respect to the problems 
concerning quota allocations for the next season and prices. 


It should be said that for the first time in the history of the International 
Coffee Board sessions, there are a large number of African ministers (a total of 
8). Even Guinea, which produces only 2 thousand tons, sent its minister of agri- 
culture to lend its support to the African producers, especially our country. 


There is, therefore, a great deal at stake and, one can easily understand Bra 
Kanon's [Ivorian minister of agriculture] appeal to all producers, be they from 
Africa or elsewhere, "that the statements on the expected deficits may be made 
for the sake of solidarity." This is an appeal for understanding and assistance 
from each and every one of us to give full dynamism to our organization while 
imparting to it a greater solidarity based on the oft cited notion of the fair 
sharing of sacrifices." 


Minister Bra Kanon hoped that the consumers would not consider the distribution 
of the global quota the sole responsibility of the producers. 'We know the 
volume of the responsibilities they have in this connection. Furthermore, our 
interests are inseparable by virtue of the international economic and political 
conventions incumbent upon us, including the international coffee agreement." 


The minister said to this effect that the proposal of the producers contained 

in a document drawn up on 10 September should attract the attention of our con- 
sumer partners whose total cooperation is desirable. "By introducing a link 
between quantity and price this document tends to establish a balance which is 
more than a quota since it will enable the drawing up of a real policy of produc- 
tion and prices, as soon as it is adopted, without which any action taken within 
the framework of this accord would be doomed to failure." 


Bra Kanon appeals to all "at a time when simultaneous actions are being undertaken 
in Paris and the United Nations in favor of less developed countries and also at 
the UN General Assembly in New York and very soon at the Cancun Summit in Mexico, 
and at a time when authorized voices are being raised and will be raised in favor 
of North-South dialogue at the level of nations, to do everything possible to make 
the 36th session of our organization's council the proof of equity, mutual under- 
standing, and international cooperation..."

After reasserting the faith of African producers inthe accord which our country 
helped to draw up, Bra Kanon, however, disclosed the insufficiencies detected in 
the quota system included in this accord which was drawn up in October 1980. 


For the chairman of the IACO, in spite of the successive corrective measures 
taken and the complementary arrangements made producers have experienced the 
stabilization of prices at the lowest level and below the established limits. 
(The average approved price since the last meeting is 104 cents.) 


In addition, Bra Kanon said the African and Malagasy Coffee Organization, OAMCAF, 
to which the Ivory Coast belongs, will be obliged this year to withhold inventory 
at an unprecedented level. In this regard it is convenient to point out that 22 
percent of the total increase in inventory exporting members were borne by the 
OAMCAF out of which 14 percent was borne by the Ivory Coast alone. In comparison, 
this relative variation in inventory represented only 2 to 8 percent for the 
majority of other member countries of the International Coffee Organization 
subject to a basic quota.

RADIO SCORES REUTER REPORT ON COFFEE PRODUCTION 
AB230712 Abidjan Domestic Service in French 2000 GMT 22 Sep 81 


[Text] In a Reuter report dated 21 September, some coffee dealers have reportedly 
stated that during the next coffee season--December to April--Ivory Coast's pro- 
dyction might fall by 20 percent in comparison with the 361,000 tons produced 
during the 1980-81 season. 


This doubtful information is only one more attempt to jeopardize and exert an 
influence on the negotiations on quotas going on in London now to the detriment 

of the Ivory Coast. It must be recalled that contrary to inaccurate information 
rumored about last year, the Ivory Coast scored a record production of 3.5 million 
bags. 


There are objective reasons for Ivory Coast's increasing coffee production. These 
include the setting up of five decorticators ensuring from 5 to 10 percent profit 
to each plant, the reconversion of old farms, the introduction several years ago 

of a policy aimed at cutting back old plants, the maintaining of guaranteed 
revenues for farmers all over the country every season, the efficient action of 
training and counseling services such as the SATMACI [Technical Assistance Company 
for the Agricultural Modernization of the Ivory Coast]. Since the same causes 
produce the same effects, we can state that the hypothetical effects of the climate 
in the eastern region of the country and those of the coffee vegetative cycle 

will not have the reported adverse effects on Ivory Coast's coffee production. 


Meanwhile, the alleged diplomatic sources and other traders who might stil’--through 
ignorance or dishonesty--have doubt about the physical existence of the Ivorian 
stocks of coffee, are invited to get in touch with the fund for the stabilization 
and support of agricultural prices instead of making speculations. The fund will 
give them first-hand information. 


In conclusion and given the above-mentioned details, the minister of agriculture 
categorically denies the Reuter report.

EXCHANGE PROGRAMS WITH SOMALIA--Kenya and Somalia today agreed to start exchanges 
of radio programs between the two nations in order to foster economic, cultural 
and social cooperation. This is among the points agreed upon at the official 
talks this morning between the Kenyan minister of information and broadcasting, 
Mr Peter Oloo Aringo, and his Somali counterpart, Dr Muhammad Adan Shaykh. Mr 
Aringo is currently in Mogadishu leading a Kenyan Government delegation for talks 
with Somali Government officials. The two ministers agreed to carry out exchanges 
of films and to encourage visits by journalists of both countries, as weil as 
enhancing closer cooperation between the official Kenyan news agency and the 
Somali news agency. Somalia requested Kenya to assist in the training of radio 
producers and journalists at the Kenya Institute of Mass Communications. They 
agreed that following the unanimous agreement by the two heads of state, His 
Excellency President Daniel arap Moi and President Muhammad Said Barre, it was 
now up to the ministers from the two neighboring nations to work out ways and 
means of establishing practical cooperation for the benefit of the two peoples.

HIGH COURT S'JSPENDS HEARINGS INDEFINITELY 
AB102036 Monrovia Radio ELWA in English 1900 GMT 10 Sep 81 


[Text] The People's Supreme Tribunal, which is the highest civilian court in the 
Republic of Liberia, has suspended hearings indefinitely effective Wednesday, 2 
September, because of alleged harassment and molestation of members of the court. 
Justice Sifa A. Mabuden, acting presiding judge of the tribunal in the absence 

of the tribunal's chairman, Emmanuel (Gboessi), told members of the National Bar 
Association yesterday, Wednesday, that the tribunal will not resume session until 
the judiciary can operate without fear and molestation. 


The People's Supreme Tribunal was established last year by the People's Redemption 
Council [PRC] following the April 12 coup when the Liberian Constitution was 
suspended and all political activities forbidden. Explaining the reasons for the 
closure of the tribunal chambers yesterday, Justice Mabuden said on Wednesday, 

2 September, orders were given for his arrest to be taken dead or alive. He said 
he was not in court at the time, so his secretaries were arrested and brutalized. 
He said he himself was iater arrested and his home looted as well as the Temple 

of Justice [word indistinct]. 


The tribunal justice added that the soldiers had acted allegedly upon the orders 
of the deputy PRC speaker, William (S. Gor), but after contacting the deputy 
speaker, Lt Col (Gor) denied any knowledge of the arrest or harassment of the 
chambers members. Judge Mabuden told the [word indistinct] court yesterday that 
certain litigants and armed soldiers were responsible for the unhappy events at 
the Supreme Tribunal and he said such people were carrying false information to 
PRC officials. He said at times such officials wanted decisions in their favor 
on cases concerning them or their connections, even without trial. As a result, 
he said, some armed soldiers and security officers arrested judicial officials, 
hunted and attempted to imprison them as well as the judge of the tribunal chamber, 
only because the judge tried to do his job legally. 


Judge Mabuden stressed therefore that until this practice was stopped, the tribunal 
will not resume sessions.

[Excerpts] The new ambassador of the United States of America to Mali, His 
Excellency Mr Parker W. Borg presented his credentials this morning at 1100 hours 
to the president of the Republic, Gen Moussa Traore. The American ambassador 
declared that he was very honored to be chosen to represent his country in Mali 
adding that he was glad for the opportunity offered him to increase his knowledge 
of Mali. In reply to the new ambassador's speech, President Traore said: 


{Begin recording] Mr Ambassador, it is with real pleasure that I am receiving the 
letters by which His Excellency Mr Konald Reagan, president of the United States, 
accredits you to me as ambassador extraordinary and plenipotentiary simultaneously 
with the letter recalling your predecessor. Your Excellency, kindly accept our 
wishes of welcome and warm congratulations for the confidence thus placed in you. 
We are already convinced that your deep knowledge of Africa in general and Mali 

in particular, as well as your eminent qualities, will enable you to discharge 
with happiness the mission with which you have presently been entrusted. In any 
case, you have now been offered the opportunity to come and live our realities, to 
better grasp our problems and aspirations and to contribute directly to their 
solution and achievement. Our problems as you are aware, are underdevelopment 
drought, a landlocked situation, racism and apartheid. As you emphasized, Your 
Excellency, your country is counted among those who have given precious assistance 
to the Sahel countries, of which Mali is one, in order to help them to face up 

to the serious consequences of the drought calamity. Our people, who highly 
appreciate this mark of solidarity, are deeply grateful. The plague has indeed 
come to stay in our Sahel area and, more than ever, the assistance which is given 
us must not only be maintained but also strengthened. 


Concerning Mali in particular, the United States is making great efforts in tie 
reconstruction of our livestock, decimated by these long years of drought, and 

in the development of our sorely tried agriculture. Of course, our desire is that 
we continue together the work already undertaken. Mr Ambassador, a while ago, 

you mentioned the burning problems confronting Africa. On the issue of Namibia 
we want to stress that only a just and equitable solution which takes into account 
the legitimate aspirations of the Namibian people and SWAPO, its sole and genuine 
representative, can lead to peace and stability in this martyr region of our 
continent. In fact, the relevant resolutions of the United Nations organization 
ought to be implemented with rigor. 
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Concerning the Western Sahara, the last minutes of the OAU, held in Nairobi, 
laid the foundation stone for the just settlement of the question. It would now 
be fitting for all sides to contribute to the application of the settlement process. 


And finally on Chad; we will not spare any efforts to contribute to regaining 

a lasting peace, concord and stability in this country. Mr Ambassador, our country 
is highly desirous of further strengthening the happy ties of friendship and coopera- 
tion existing between the United States of America and the Republic of Mali. 

I can also assure you that you will always get from our government and myself all 

the available means and necessary support for the happy accomplishment of your 
mission. 


While wishing you much success in the execution of your new duties, Your Excellency, 
I would like you to convey to His Excellency President Ronald Reagan my best wishes 
for his personal happiness and the prosperity of all the American people. Thank

NATIONAL ASSEMBLY BEGINS EXTRAORDINARY SESSION

[Excerpts] The first extraordinary session of the National Assembly began yesterday 
at the Place de La Republique. This session, which was called at the request of 

the president of the republic, will examine the voluminous dossier of the new 
1981-85 5-year development plan. The plan, which comprises 539 projects, will 

be defended by Planning Minister Ahmed Mohamed AG Hamani. 


The deputies of the second republic will also examine the project of revision of 
the constitution in accordance with the wishes of the party's first extraordinary 
congress. 


Opening the session, the speaker of the National Assembly, Mady Sangare, stressed 
the permanent preparedness of the deputies to assist the authorities, the technical 
and administrative services and the country's economic organizations in order to 
ensure the success of the new 5-year development plan. He said: 


[Begin recording] In view of the indecision and reticence of the rich countries 

in giving more substantia! aid for the development of the poor countries, the action 
of the party and government must aim at stimulating, as much as possible, national 
effort at all levels in order to reduce to the minimum the massive recourse to the 
foreign financial institutions for whose loans conditions are becoming increasingly 
rigid on our still weak economies. [End recording] 


As he did during the session of the Supreme Planning Council, the planning minister, 
who spoke for more than 1 hour, thoroughly reviewed the great objective of the 
plan. He said: 


[Begin recording] In the field of energy, the objective of self-sufficiency will 
be attained through parallel actions in three sectors: hydroelectric energy 
through the construction of dams on the Niger and Senegal rivers and their tribu- 
taries, renewable energy for which the party and the government decided to create 
appropriate structures and the conventional energies for which intensive explora- 
tion is going on. As far as water is concerned, we must achieve the total harnessing 
of our surface and underground waters through the construction of large and small 
dams, the harnessing of our ponds and lakes and the digging of wells. This policy 
will be supported by a national water resources fund which is now being created. 
[End recording] 
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The 1981-85 5-year development plan comprises 539 projects which will cost a total 
of 936.6 billion Malian francs. Following is the breakdown of these 539 projects: 
The four main sectors of the national economy, including the rural sector: 114 
projects costing 282.7 billion francs or 31.1 percent of the plan; the secondary 
sectors: 118 projects costing 284.4 billion francs or 30.4 percent of the plan; 

the sector of infrastructures, communications and housing: 140 projects costing 
251.7 billion francs or 26.9 percent and the social sector with 167 projects costing 
77.7 billion francs or 7.3 percent of the plan. The remaining sectors of the plan 
which concern grass-roots projects will cost 40 billion francs or 4.3 percent.

IVORY COAST'S OIL TO BE PURCHASED—-Abidjan, 18 Sep (AFP)--Senegal has given an 
assurance to the Ivory Coast that it will buy the latter's refined oil as soon 

as the Ivory Coast can export part of its production, which at present is about 

1 million tons a year, it has been learned from well-informed sources in Abidjan 
today. This decision was made at Yamoussoukro during the meeting of the Sixth 
Ivory Coast-Senegal Joint Commission, the same source adds. A meeting to be held 
later will fix Senegal's annual] purchase of oil, which is currently supplied by 
Iraq and Nigeria and which costs Senegal about 50 billion CFA francs. Ina 
communique issued at the end of the commission's meeting today, but which does not 
mention the oil agreement, the two countries stated that they have decided to set 
up a roundtable commission on industrial problems which will meet for the first 
time in Dakar in March next year. A cooperation accord was also signed between 
the Ivorian press agency and the Senegalese press agency at the end of the 
meeting, which was presided over by Ivorian Foreign Minister Simeon Ake, and 
Moustapha Niasse, his Senegalese counterpart.

GOVERNMENT LOOKING FOR ANSWER TO TOURISM DECLINE

[Text] Victoria, Seychelles, 20 Sep (AFP)--The long stretches of white sand along 
the Seychelles coast are deserted this September. 


On Mahe, which holds the capital and the international airport, the wind-surfboards 
are all out of the water and the open jeepneys or mini-jeeps which one may hire to 
tour one of the most beautiful islands in the world are all parked under cover. 


This paradise on earth, the subject of so many glossy brochures in travel agents 
around the world, has become hard to sell. The number of visitors to the Seychelles 
fell by 10 percent in 1980, and the Tourism Ministry expects a further nine percent 
drop this year. 


The problem is that this dreamy archipelago, lost in the Indian Ocean, makes its 
livelihood from tourism, by far its biggest source of revenue. 


In search of a solution to the decline, the ministry has organised a tourism week 
which it hopes will give 75 invited travel agents and airline representatives a 
chance to help draw up a plan of action to get the industry out of the doldrums. 


Several factors have combined to keep the tourists away from the isles. The world 
economic crisis is partly responsible, but does not explain why the Seychelles 
should be harder hit than its neighbours, such as Kenya. 


There is also the fact of rising air fares, but the same logic applies. 


So the Tourist Ministry officials have been looking closer to home for an explana- 
tion. One member of the cabinet admits: We haven't always produced top-flight 
services. And some of our prices are exorbitant. 


Tourism is a young industry here. It started when the international airport was 
opened in 1972, and very quickly earned a reputation for being overpriced, par- 
ticularly when it came to eating. 


The government has woken up to this and clamped down a two-year price freeze and 


introduced quality controls, and a hotel industry training school is being set up 
with help from the French Government. 
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One of the trump cards of the Tourist Industry in the Seychelles is traditional 
local hospitality, and the ministry wants to play this up. 


Apart from five international hotels--a 500-bed Sheraton is to be opened next 
year--the islands of Mahe and neighbouring Praslin offer a wide selection of small 
family guest houses which provide authentic local hospitality at reasonable prices. 


The cooking, based essentially on seafood and local vegetables, is often delicious, 
and the service is friendly. 


To make these small hotels more widely known the ministry intends to set up a 
national travel bureau which will organise central bookings for those establish- 
ments lacking Telex facilities. 


Parallel with the bureau, a new tourism marketing board will be established to 
sell the Seychelles paradise beyond its traditional source of holidaymakers, in 
Europe, to the Middle East and Japan. 


In order to succeed the government will have to overcome the reticence of private 
investors. Although the country has been run by a socialist government since 
1977, the economy remains largely in private hands, and there are no exchange 


controls. 


As far as possible the government intends to keep it that way.

PRESIDENT'S 21 AUGUST SPEECH ON ECONOMY, BUDGET 
EA211310 Kampala Domestic Service in English 0650 GMT 21 Aug 81 


[Speech on economy by Ugandan President Milton Obote to Ugandan People's Congress 
National Council at Kampala International Conference Center; live--intercepted 


in progress ] 


[Excerpts] The political objectives of the budget include national unity, 
political stability and security for all persons living in Uganda. The budget 
aims at achieving those objectives. 


The point is not money, comrades. The point is production and service to the 
people. With production and service, the provider of that commodity and service 
will be paid well. I cannot see a situation where within current policy any 
trader can be discouraged from production, or any trader can discourage other 
persons to produce. The policy as far as traders are corcerned is the same as 
the policy I have stated in the speech about growers. 


To return, comrades, to the important elements of the package of monetary and 
economic policies now being pursued by your government, I want to give the 
council a general but brief picture of what we intend to do. The basic elements 
in the government program for the economic and financial steps designed to 
revive the economy are five. 


In the first place, we have announced and are implementing measures to stabilize 
the external value of the Uganda shilling through our decision to float the 
shilling. 


Secondly, we are implementing measures designed to force the government to move 
away as much as possible from price control so that normal market conditions are 
allowed to determine the level of domestic prices. 


In the third place, we are implementing measures to stimulate production through 
substantial increases in real terms of (?incentives) to producers, including 
wages and salaries. 


It is here that I now announce the decision of the government in regard to group 


employees. Group employees are workers whose scale of salary is described in our 
laws as minimum wage. I announce that within this category of group employees, 
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that is to say, those who are earning less than 500 shillings per month, their 
salaries will, as of 1 July 1981 be increased by 550 shillings. It follows, 
therefore, that a group employee on the minimum wage scale earning say 400 
shillings will from now onwards be earning 950 shillings per month. 


At an appropriate time and without any delay whatsoever, the minister concerned 
for public service will announce salary increments for all categories in the 
public service. 


The fourth element in the government economic and financial program to revive 
the economy is the adoption of measures to improve budgetary performance through 
improved revenue collection capability so that government can rely less on 
financing its deficit by recourse to credit from the banking system. 


The fifth element in our program is the adoption of measures by government to 
improve the country's balance of payment performance by, amongst other things, 
reducing the country's import bill for petroleum products, which as I have 
already mentioned is presently about two-thirds of our export earnings. 


I am pleased to announce to this National Council and to the whole country that 
the figure of 340 million shillings of accumulated oil bill which we inherited 
from the Amin days through to the UNLF [Uganda National Liberation Front] tim, 
has been fully paid June this year. [applause] 


I want also to report--and to do so with confidence--that when we formed the 
government in December of last year, the Uganda export of coffee per month was 
around 70,000 bags. It was feared at that time that we would not be able to 
fill the quota given to us by the International Coffee Organization. 


I derive the greatest pleasure in reporting that during our time in office, we 
have nearly trebled that monthly export figure and that in another 20 days or 
so, certainly before the end of September, Uganda will have fulfilled its quota 
as calculated by the International Coffee Organization. 


Let me now turn briefly to the exchange rate of the shilling. There has been a 
general agreement over a number of years that the Uganda shilling had lost much 
of its value and had become a laughingstock. I have already referred to this 
(?amazing) phenomenon where a Ugandan in reality had to work more than 12 times 
in order to measure up the result of his sweat with his counterpart, say, in 
Kenya. 


The decision of the Uganda Government to allow the shilling to float and find 
its own level should have been obvious to Amin and his cohorts but certainly 
to the professors and the technocrats of the UNLF administration. 


We wasted no time and in our first budget, I was honored to have had the confi- 
dence of my colleagues in the cabinet to support my proposal for the floating of 
the shilling which (?at this) proposal I put to Parliament with confidence and 
was duly and overwhelmingly endorsed by Parliament. (?With) that proposal I have 
killed smuggling and I have killed magendo [black market] throughout Uganda. 
{applause } 
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Il realize and I acknowledge that for the mass of the rural population, urban 
workers and even persons earning what may appear to be high salaries, the prices 
of available commodities are still very high. I remain, however, convinced that 
the policy I am pursuing as your minister of finance is the correct policy. 


The Uganda shilling may still be weak due principally because of lack of produc- 
tion, but in one (?step) it is beginning to be a strong currency due to the 
boldness of our decision to allow it to float. Before the budget, our only 
foreign exchange earner, coffee, was being smuggled to some of our neighboring 
countries. Because of the float, combined with increased prices to growers of 
coffee, it does not now pay to smuggle a kilo of coffee to any neighboring 
country. 


Comrades, I now conclude. Uganda has received some assistance from the inter- 
national organizations, from friendly countries and from foreign companies. 
With this assistance and others which are still being negotiated and with other 
efforts for increased production, I have every confidence that the economy will 
recover. It may take time, but it will certainly recover. I do also believe 
that the prevailing prices will fall. I firmly believe that the shilling will 
once more be a mighty shilling with a high purchasing power, and that Ugandans 
will be proud of their currency.

COFFEE QUOTA EXCEEDED--Kampala, 15 Sep (AFP)--Uganda has movea two million 60-kilo 
bags of coffee to the Kenyan port of Mombasa, almost 50,000 bags more than the 
1,952,000 bag export quota fixed by the International Coffee Organization (ICO) 
for the year ending September 30. Acting Managing Director of the Coffee 
Marketing Board James Mwandha, said here today that the coffee now stock-piled 
at Mombasa awaiting shipment was more than enough to meet Uganda's 1980-81 
quota. Mr Mwandha said he was confident the coffee would be loaded before 
September 30th to meet the ICO regulations that only delivered or shipped coffee 
is included in its annual listings of fulfilled quotas among producer countries. 
With enough coffee to meet its quota for this year already in Mombasa, Ugandan 
army chief of staff and chairman of the Coffee Marketing Board, Brigadier David 
Oyite Ojok, yesterday announced the end of the 1980-81 coffee year in the coun- 
try, and the immediate commencement of the 1981-82 year. Brigadier Ojok awarded 
a safari blanket, a packet of coffee, two kilos (four pounds) of sugar and a bar 
of soap to each of the 2,600 board workers in appreciation of their hard work in 
fulfilling the quota in spite of the impossible odds they faced. Coffee 
accounted for approximately 97 percent of Uganda's total export earnings in 1980, 
and financial experts and government officials agree it will retain its dominant 
position in the economy for several years until other crops like cotton and tea 
recover.

U.S. PLANES IN KENYA--Kampala, 10 Sep (AFP)--A Kampala weekly, THE CHAMPION, has 
alleged that 28 American F-16 fighter jets have arrived at Kenya's Indian Ocean 
port of Mombasa "to unseat an East African government." The newspaper did not 
reveal the source of its story, but said that the fighters had Israeli pilot 
trainers and that they may have come with the aim of “unseating the Ugandan 
Government." The paper said that Kenyan President Daniel Arap Moi was aware oi 
the presence of the jets, but that he maintained they were "to reinforce the 
Kenyan Army and are not a threat to the neighbouring East African state." A 
Kenyan Government statement issued here described THE CHAMPION report as 
"malicious, provocative and unfounded." It appealed to the Ugandan Government 
to investigate what it described as "disgruntled elements" bent on destroying 
efforts to build up peace and stability in the region. The statement said the 
Kenyan Government took exceptional offence to the article, which referred to the 
Kenyan president as "Sir Daniel Arap Toroitich Moi." "The Kenya Government 
wishes to categorically reject these allegations and to dismiss them as highly 
malicious and [word indistinct] to mar the good relationship existing between 
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the leaders and people of Kenya and Uganda,"’ the statement said. ‘Kenya 

believes that the people supplying these allegations are disgruntled elements 

who want to mar the good image of Kenya and (are) thus hoping to disrupt peace, 
unity and cooperation existing between Kenya and her neighbours who are served 

by the port of Mombasa..." A spokesman at the U.S. Embassy in Nairobi described 
the allegations as "completely unfounded." [Text] [NC102158 Paris AFP in English

MINISTERIAL MEETING WITH RWANDA--A 3-day meeting on bilateral cooperation between 
Uganda and Rwanda has resolved that bilateral cooperation be based on security, 
economic and cultural matters. The ministerial meeting, held in Kabale, 
reaffirmed that the relationship between the two countries should be guided by 
mutual trust and confidence. The two delegations also reaffirmed their countries’ 
total commitment to the principles of noninterference in the internal affairs of 
each country and respect for the territorial integrity, as enshrined in the 
charters of the UN and the OAU and the principles of nonaligned movement. The 
two sides agreed on a regular exchange of information between the security 
services of Uganda and Rwanda. New customs and police forces will be established 
to intensify patrols along the borders. In order to combat smuggling and illicit 
trade, both countries shall regularly exchange information on these matters. The 
existing laws regulating and governing the registration of vehicles from other 
countries will also be revised.

[Text] The prime minister, Comrade Mugabe, says any American proposals to bring 
independence to Namibia must not deviate from the United Nation's plan. Speaking 

to newsmen in Copenhagen yesterday at the start of his official visit to Scandinavia, 
Comrade Mugabe said the United Nations Security Council Resolution 435, which calis 
for the granting of independence to Namibia before the drafting of a constitution, 

is the only viable plan for the territory. 


Comrade Mugabe, who is on his first official vist to Europe and the Nordic countries 
since Zimbabwe became independent, said he is not very happy about the posture of 
the Western contact group on the Namibian question. Asked whether the presence 

in Zimbabwe of Korean military advisors meant that the country would look to the 
Eastern bloc for future military supplies and assistance, Comrade Mugabe said 
Zimbabwe will turn to those who offer themselves as friends. We have both Western 
and Eastern armaments and we will continue to use both without aligning ourselves, 
Comrade Mugabe said. He described current relations between Zimbabwe and Britain 
as excellent, but pointed out that it did not mean that Britain's enemies were 
necessarily Zimbabwe's enemies. 


Commenting on his visit to Scandinavia, Comrade Mugabe said he chose these countries 
first because during the liberation struggle they rendered unique assistance. 
Comrade Mugabe said the support the Zimbabwean liberation movement received from 
these countries was given on the authority of government, not from voluntary 
organizations as in West Germany and the United Kingdom. Denmark has granted the 
equivalent of $27 million in gifts and government loans to Zimbabwe since indepen- 
dence. 


The Danish prime minister, Mr Anker Jorgensen, who spoke at a dinner he gave in 
honor of Comrade Mugabe, warned Pretoria that time is running out for a peaceful 
solution to the crisis in southern Africa. Mr Jorgensen appealed to the inter- 
national community to apply more pressure on the white minority clique in Pretoria 
as a means of forcing it to dismantle apartheid and withdraw from Namibia. 

Mr Jorgensen said the Danish Government believes the Namibian people must be free 
to determine their own future through free and fair elections in accordance with 
Security Council Resolution 435.

"The Prime Minister has said he would not legislate for a one-party state but if the 
people reject all other parties, so be it. No one need lose sleep over this." 


Dr Zvobgo confidently predicted the political liquidation of all minority parties at 
the next general election, 


"All minority parties will vanish in 1984 when the election will be held on a single- 
member constituency basis. We are not going to call for parties to disband. The 
people are the disbanding factor." 


He said that in another two years people would begin to understand what Mr. Mugabe 
"means well for every Zimbabwean", 
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He added; “Everyone will realise that Mr Mugabe is the only leader to light and 
progress. Other leaders will bring about darkness and death."

WITH the near completion of the integra- 
tion exercise, the high command and general 
staff of ZANU (PF) have ceased to exist, 
acting secretary for publicity and informa- 
tion in ZANU (PF) Br Eddison Zvobgo, 
said yesterday.

“In 1977 the constitution was amended 
in order to give effect to a resolution em- 
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powering the central committee to do any- 
thing possible to bring about majority rule.” 

Dr Zvobgo said the resolution necessi- 
tated the appointment of new members into 
the central committee and‘ the creation of 
positions, such as a secumty division and 
health department, not provided for in the 
1964 constitution. 

In some cases this had resulted in two 
people holding the same portfolio. He cited 
the example of Senator Enos Nkala, who is 
the party’s treasurer-genera!l and Mr Ernest 
Kadungure who was elected secretary for 
finance in Mozambique.

She is a company pensioner who, because it suited her and the company, was brought 
back to the Umtali Post during the war when she was unable to remain in Melsetter.

"After her meeting with the Prime Minister in Salisbury, she offered her resignation 
which in the emotional circumstances I could not bring myself to accept," said Mr 
Capon, who is also chairman of Zimbabwe Newspapers. 


"However, it had later been agreed between her and the company that she would remain 
as editor until the end of this month so as to assist her successor. She would be 
paid up to the end of the year.

"She accepted that a statement would be issued by the head office (managing director) 
of the company, the terms of which would be discussed with her," Mr Capon said. 


“TIT was surprised that as an experienced journalist she answered questions put by an 
international news agency without reference to me and contrary to our mutual agree- 
ment. 


"Therefore, I would like to correct any impression that Mrs Maitland-Stuart has been 
summarily dismissed in a manner not in keeping with this company's standing or her 
position.

Poorest Hit 
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[Text ] Small businesses and lower-income groups will be hit hardest by the 3 per- 
cent hike in the bank rate announced by the Minister of Finance, Senator Enos Nkala, 
on Thursday, 


And, says Mr Abner Botsh, president of the Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
Zimbabwe, the new rate will not have any real effect on the Government's attempt to 
curb the country's growing inflation rate. 


"IT am extremely surprised at this move, particularly following the minister's earlier 
Statement during his Budget speech that he was satisfied that further increases in 
1981/82 would be counter-productive. My feeling is that this move will prove that 

to be the case," said Mr Botsh. 


"At a time when I am particularly concerned about the need to encourage small busi- 
ness enterprises, the increase in the bank rate will adversely affect their ability 
to raise loans and to repay interest. 


"In fact, any business operating on over-draft will face rising costs and in some 
cases this could be disastrous. Rising interest rates are not going to eliminate 
overdrafts and commitments for further expenditure. 


"Furthermore I believe that the very people the Government has stated it is trying 
to help are going to suffer. I speak of those in the public service and private 
sectors who have recently been promoted in accordance with black advancement and who 
are trying to raise mortgages in order to buy homes and to raise loans to buy house- 
hold effects," said the ACCOZ president. 


It would merely make life more difficult for the lower-income groups and the smaller 
business enterprises, said Mr Botsh, and he did not believe that it would have any 
significant effect on lowering the rate of inflation because the pressure of demand 
on goods in short supply would remain. 


Mr Botsh was equally dismayed by the news that foreign currency allocations are to 
be cut in the next quota period. 


"These are already insufficient to meet demand and obviously this move will only 
worsen the position with existing shortages," he added. 











"Again I am concerned at the effect it will have on the smaller importer and his 
ability to provide a viable service to the community. 


"Although an overall reduction level has been announced I imagine the lower priority 
items will be the ones to suffer the most. 


"The combination of the rise in the bank rate and the reduction in the level of al- 
locations is bound to dampen business expansion, which in turn will mean that 
potential new jobs will not be created," said Mr Botsh 


(Editorial; "A Drastic Remedy"] 


[Text] Senator Enos Nkala has decided to saturate the country with the 3 percent 
solution in an attempt to damp down the unhealthy heat that has developed in the 
economy. 


It is a pretty drastic remedy, and to many people the cure may seen worse than the 
disease, Yet with the growing shortage of foreign exchange and inflation likely to 
be well into double figures this year, decisive action had to be taken. 


It is particularly frustrating that a major part of our problem stems from the trans- 
port bottlenecks that are holding up our exports. The general manager of the rail- 
ways, Mr Nigel Lea-Cox, estimates that this is costing $5 million a week in foreign 
exchange. The Government must do everything in its power to sort this problem out 

as soon as possible. 


If bold measures are called for, let us be bold. If we must be innovative, let us 
be innovative. After all, the well-being of the country is at stake. 


It is important, too, that as part of the austerity package the Government drasti- 
cally prunes its spending as well as that of the consumer. Senator Nkala's state- 
ment that firm restraint will be imposed on ministries is welcome. 


The one thing we do not want to see, of course, is an increase in unemployment, 
which often accompanies such deflationary measures. The minister is hopeful that 
this will not happen, although he did admit that it was difficult accurately to as- 
sess what the side effects might be. 


[It seems pretty certain though that among those to be hardest hit by the new lead- 
ing rate will be those people who are buying their homes through a building society. 
They now face interest charges of 12 percent, or even more on their bonds. 


For such people there may be some slight comf: rt in the minister's promise that the 
bank rate will be kept under review and that when conditions improve he will not 
hesitate to reduce it. Let us damp down the economy if we have to, but let us try 
to ensure that no one gets drowned in the process.

Socialism in Zimbabwe

the concern of importers 
for the safety of the line.

PSA CHIEFS SLAM RIDDELL WAGES PLAN

Two officials of the Public Service Association yesterday attacked the re- 
port of the Riddell Commission of Inquiry for recommending that public and private 
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sector employees should be covered under the same industrial legislation.

The association's presi- 
dent, Bir Malcolm Pratt, 
said they wanted a square 
deal that could only be 
achieved by a “fair 
wages” policy and the 
pursuit of efficiency. He 
stressed that they did not 
seek privilege over other 
workers. 

“We certainly do not 
agree with the recommen- 
dation of the Riddell 
Commission that Govern- 
ment should use the pub- 
lle service and parastatals 
as a model for the private 
sector, making it the 
leader in the wages field.” 

Mr Pratt warned that 
the alternatives were in- 
efficiency and corruption, 
which were, im the iong 
run, more expensive than 
any “false” saving made 
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by the Government as a 
matter of expediency. 

He sald the association 
aid not approve of strikes 
because they were not 
only a waste but inca- 
tive of a breakdown in 
communication between 
employer and employee. 

associations chair- 
man, Mr Malcolm Thom- 
son, also questioned the 
recommendation of the 


Riddell Commission. He 
sald the conditions in the 
public service were s0 
often different from that 
of the private sector that 
to cover both = sectors 
under ona legisiation 
mughg be impracticudle. 
“A public servant, by 
Virtue of his employment, 
has to accept certain re- 
strictions in rights and 
freedoms, such as the 
mght to strike, the rignt

to full’ and unrestricted 
political participation or 
to participate in ventures 
in the private sector,” he 
said. 

The two officials said 
they would open the 
doors of their association 
to lower level empioyees 
to make the organisation 
democratic. They would 
also restfucture the 
association to have more 
black representation.

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MUGABE WARNS CIVIL SERVANTS OVER LOYALTY

[Text] The Government will not allow itself to be held to ransom by public servants 


whose commitment to the country is conditional and equivocal, the Prime Minister, 
Mr Mugabe, said yesterday. 








As a_ sovereign state 
Zimbabweans could not 
allow anyone to dictate to 
them, even by implication, 
the conditions under 
which they could serve 
their nation. If any ad- 
justment was needed, it 
had to be in the national 
interest, the Prime Minis- 
ter said. 

Addressing the 63rd an- 
nual conference of the 
Public Service Associa- 
tion, Mr Mugabe said pub- 
lic servants whose com- 
mitment was to the old 
order, who bemoaned its 
passing and regretted that 
the necessary and positive 
changes which had been 
introduced in the public 
service were upsetting to 
certain cherished norms, 
should realise that there 
would be no flinching 
from the changes. 

“This Government was 
not elected to preserve the 
racist and other ugly fea- 
tures of the old colonial 
system. It was elected to 
transform our society in 
the interest, and for the 
benefit, of the broad 
masses of our people.” 

In spite of assurances 
given by the Government, 
there had been a number 
of caseg where officers at 
senior levels had resigned 
soon after accepting pro- 
motion. The Prime Minis- 
ter said the practice was 
not only dishonest but did 
little to inspire confidence 
that the existing officers 
wished to serve the 
Government on a long- 
term basis. 


When the Government 
asked them to stay, they 
had a duty to assure the 
Government that it could 
look forward to their 
future with confidence. 


The major difficulty 
facing the public service 
was the inability of 
ministries to prepare for- 
ward staff planning, a 
situation which flowed 
directly from the ability 
of a large number of of- 
ficers to retire 
prematurely, Mr Mugabe 
said. 


As a result, the Govern- 
ment was faced with an 
impossible situation where 
it had mo control over its 
staffing policies. At any 
one time, a ministry could 
be faced with a break- 
down in services because 
of unilateral action taken 
by civil servants who had 
decided to leave. 

“Loyalty surely flows in 
both directions and if the 
Government ig expected to 
act as a good employer, 
then civil servants must 
also make up their minds 
whether they intend to 
stay and serve the coun- 
try,” the Prime Minister 
said. 

The country had many 
problems to solve, some of 
them because of its 
history and the events 
that led to independence. 
And the solving of the 
problems required a uni- 
que type of civil servant, 
one who wag not only ef- 
ficient, but who could 
identify completely with 
the needs of the people. 


Mr Mugabe said it was 
not enough just to carry 
out day-to-day tasks, “The 
civil servant in this coun- 
try must be forward-look- 
ing, imaginative and be 
prepared t use his in- 
itiative to ensure that 
policies are implemented 
in such a way 4s to reflect 
the purpose and intent of 
the Government.” 

The civil servant should 
remember he was a 6er- 
vant of the people, not 
their master. 

‘Mr Mugabe said there 
was no room in the Zim- 
babwe public service for 


arrogance, corruption, 
tribailsm, regionalism and 
nepotism. 


The Prime Minister 
noted that in some coun- 
tries that had attained in- 
dependence, the civil ser- 
vant had styled himself 
ag an elitist. 

“In fact, the master- 


servant relationship of 
colonial days has been 
replaced by a similar, or 
even worse, relationship 
between the civil servant 
and the people.” 


He stressed that the 
relationship between the 


civil servant and the 
people was very’ im- 
portant. When peopie 


spoke of the Government, 
more orten thaa not, they 
had in mind the official 
who collected their taxes, 
the administrator who in- 
formed them and enforced 
Government rules in- 
cluding other officers.

Mr Mugabe warned 
some new officers, who, 
he said. had adopted tne 
attitude that omce ap- 
pointed to the service 
their need for discipline 
and hard work dis- 
appeared. 

‘The reverse is the case 
and at this time of our 
history, I would expect 
even greater effort in 
maintaiing a high stand- 
ard of discipilne in the 
public service.” 

Paying tribute to civil 
servants who had Deeo io 
the previous governomeats, 
he said he had been grati- 
fied at the responsibie at- 
titude and the co-opera- 
tion the Government had 
received from them. 
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With a few exceptions, 
they had responded to the 
Govermment’s policy of 
reconciliation and were 
dedicated to serving Zim- 
babwe and its people. 


On the presidential 
directive to correct racial 
imdalaace, the Prime Min- 
later said the initial part 
of the exercise had been 
completed although there 
were some areas where it 
still existed, particulariy 
in the professional aad 
technical fieids. 

He said that at the time 
of independence, all senior 
posta in the civil service 
were held by whites. Out 
of 10 000, only 3 000 posts 
were held by biacks. 

The overall] position was 
cow more satisfactory and 
acceptable to the Govern- 
ment. In the top hierarchy 
of the service, blacks now 
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occupied a significant 
numoer of posts. 

At the permanent sec- 
retary level there were 
13. blacks against 17 
whites. At the deputy sec-

The report says a 
further 15000 ha of ir- 
rigated land will be 
required for wheat 10 
1982, 33 if Zimbabwe wus to 
approacn self-sufficiency. 
Estimates suggest that 
adout 40000 ha nave been 
sown to wheat im tne cur- 
rent 1981 season 

The GMB expects to 
accept 170000 tonnes In 
1981/82 and orttake in the 
current marketing year la 
expected to increase by 7

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Flour sales in 1980/81 
topped 205 400 tonnes, an 
increase of 21 percent on 
the previous year. 

At the end of 1981/82 
marketing year, stockhold- 
ings are estimated to 
amoun. to 93 000 tonnes.

He hoped to put the 
plan before the House by 
the end of the year, but 
warned it would be metl- 
culously compiled and

Replying to Mr Horace

However, a senior Government official in the Foreign Affairs Ministry said 
yesterday he was not aware of any such problem as the Government had told various 
countries that these documents were valid "until we inform them otherwise". This 
was so because Zimbabwe was changing its old passports to conform with the country's 
name change, the official said. A source in the immigration and passport office 
said: "As far as we are concerned, Rhodesia or Zimbabwe Rhodesia passports are re- 
garded as valid until the change-over to Zimbabwe passports has been completed and 
Government directs so." The Kenya High Commissioner in Salisbury, Mr Lazarus 
Mwangi, said Zimbabweans did not even need visas to enter Kenya as they were Com- 
monwealth citizens.

WFP BUYS MAIZE--Five additional contracts were signed on Monday by the World Food 
Programme and the Grain Marketing Board to buy Zimbabwean white maize. Announcing 
the purchases, WFP director, Professor Herbert Onitiri said in Salisbury yesterday 
that they raised WFP purchases of maize from the GMB to some 41 000 tonnes, worth 

a total $6 million. The purchases are financed from the World Food Programme's 

own resources and funds from The Netherlands and British governments. The maize 
shipped under previous contracts has gone to Zambia, Mozambique, Tanzania and Kenya. 
The latest purchases are destined for Angola, Mali and Senegal where they will be 
used to support emergency food aid projects. Professor Onitiri said a further 

15 000 tonnes would be bought soon for export by the WFP to Kenya, Zambia and 
Somalia, In addition, said Professor Onitiri, were plans yet to be finalised to 
buy a further 44 000 tonnes before April 1982. "By purchasing white maize in 
Zimbabwe the WFP is assisting this country in disposing of some of its bumper maize 
harvest, a strategy which the WFP applies to help developing countries whenever pos- 
sible," he said.

UNPAID OFFICIAL--One of Zimbabwe's deputy ministers is not being paid for his work, 
it was disclosed in the Assembly. This came to light when Mr John Landau (RF, 
Avondale) rose during debate on the vote for the Ministry of Economic Planning and 
Development to question the provision in the estimates for a $16 450 salary for the 
deputy minister. The deputy minister of this ministry, Mr Moton Malianga, is not

WANKIE POWER BUDGET--The total estimated cost of the first stage of Zimbabwe's 
Wankie power station was prt at $352 041 000 in the capital budget of the Elec- 
tricity Supply Commission tabled in Parliament yesterday. The budget for the year 
ending in June next year, shows that of this figure more than $133 714 000 will have 
been spent by the middle of next year. Estimated expenditure for the year 1981/82 
is put at $120 033 000, and a further $98 294 000 will be spent after that. About 
$28 433 000 is scheduled to be spent on new works, most of it during the current 
year to June 1982. Less than $9 million will be spent on new works after the middle 
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of next year, according to the budget. The biggest part of the money will go on 
transmission (nearly $18 million) while distribution will take up $8,5 million. 
The budget shows that the main source of finance for the power station will be 
foreign loans coming up with more than $82 million. Next are local loans raising 
some $4,5 million from other sources yet to be determined. [Text] [Salisbury THE

MAIZE SUBSIDY--The subsidy on maize is likely to be in force for some time, al- 
though it might be reduced, the acting Minister of Trade and Commerce, Dr Chidzero, 
said in the Assembly. Questioned on the $86 022 000 vote for his ministry--nearly 
$80 million of which goes on consumer subsidies--Dr Chidzero pointed out that wages 
and subsidies were closely related. It would be disastrous, he said, to take away 
the heavy subsidy on the staple food of most of Zimbabwe's people without ensuring 
that wages were high enough to enable them to afford to pay the higher price for 
the maize. Dr Chidzero told the House that the Government had already decided in 
principle to reduce subsidies, and to eliminate them where possible. 
But he stressed that the subsidies could not be taken away overnight and pointed 
out that decisions on reducing or eliminating them had to be taken in the light of 
numerous factors, especially the purchasing power of the consumer. The subsidy on 
Opaque beer, being of minor importance, had already been discarded, he said.
